TECHNICAL FIELD 

The present invention relates generally to devices for 
positioning an infant while the infant is sleeping. More 
particularly, the present invention relates to an infant sleep 
support for reducing the risk of sudden infant death syndrome. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

In the United States, it has become considered advisable 
to position infants so that they will sleep supine, i.e., on 
their sides or backs, because of a link between an increased 
risk of Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) and the prone 
position. SIDS is a puzzling affliction that strikes infants 
without warning and wherein an infant suddenly stops breathing 
for reasons that are still not understood and that do not show 
up on autopsies. During the 1990' s in the United States, there 
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reads as: Robin BIRNS. It should be noted, therefore, that this error was inadvertent and it is 
respectfully received that a corrected Filing Receipt be issued.
